in the fall. 

Mr. D, J, Fairfield was called on as 
the silyerstongued auctioneer of Belle- 
yille, but he was a modest man and 
had little to say—on occasions of this 
kind. He preferred to talk to farmers, 
in whom he was more particularly 
interested. 

THE REVIEW man told what he 
didn't know about cheese, cheese- 
miking and diarying generally in a 
very few words, but complimented the 
chairman on the skillful manner in 
which be was “running off” the pro- 
gramme.

In really pathetic terms he depicted 
the sorrows and tribulations of the farmin 
community—everybody ran on them, tenderec 
them free advice and plenty ¢ it, and went on 
to prosper at their oxpense. Sit was a wooful 
tale he told of the farmers’ woes. Ho belioved, 
howoyer,that farmora were as intelligent as any 
other class, and in time the conditions would 
be reversed,

From 1885 to 1004 the output of gold 
has been officially placed at $107,068,-

The President of the Republic, who 
will be President so long as he lives, 
roceives a salary of $15 a year for 
his services! Tho members of the 
Council, of whom there are twenty- 
four, each parish being represented 
by four picked men, are paid from 
$5 to $7 each evory twelve months. 


AN ARMY OF 1,100 MEN. 


‘Andorra is a free country, and the 
people are chiefly engaged in farm- 
ing, cattle-breeding, and trading in 
wool, wood, and charcoal. 'The Re- 
public is forced to import from 
France, and they have to pay the 
French Government 1,000 francs a 
year for the free importation of corn 
into the country, Andorra has not 
only an army of 1,100 men, but 
every able-bodied Andorran is train- 
ed to take up arms in case of inva- 
sion, a very unlikely contingency, 
however, 

Tavolara, as regards population, is 
the smallest of small Powers in the 
world. The total population falls 
short of 100 by a good score. This 
country is an island some five miles 
long and half a mile broad, situated 
about ten or twelve miles north-east 
of Sardinia, 

Tavolara is one of the few coun- 
tries in the world where women are 
allowed to go to the polls and vote 
with the men, Ever since 1886, 
when it became a Republic, elections 
have taken place yearly, and the

(filariae) found in the air passages 
(bronchi and lungs.) It is often 
caused by the pigs sleeping in damp 
quarters, or piling up at night and 
becoming overheated, and this brings 
on a cold, and with it a cough. The 
Pigs should have dry, clean, com- 
‘fortable sleeping quarters, with not 
too many together in cold weather, 
and if the yards are free from dust 
there should be no coughing. 

For intestinal worms in pigs the 
best remedy is santonin and calo- 
nel. ‘This mixture is liable to kill 
the pigs if one should get an over- 
dose, and care must be used. 

Like all other strong medicines, 
both the santonin and calomel must 
be carefully used. ‘The user must 
compute carefully the exact amount 
for a dose for each pig to be treat- 
ed, and not guess at the amount 
given. If a certain known number 
of pigs are to be treated, the exact 
amount needed should be bought, or 
the druggist asked to weigh out a 
sample dose of cach ingredient. 

‘The dose of this mixture is: For 
a 40 to 50 pound hog, four grains 
of santonin combined with fifteen 
grains of calomel, administered for 
three consecutive mornings in the 
slop before other food is given. For 
smaller pigs three grains of san- 
tonin and ten of calomel will be 
sufficient. It does not matter so 
much how the medicine is given so 
that each pig gets its share. In 
case the first or second dose purges 
considerably, let a day or two pass 
before another dose is given, and 
slightly decrease the amount of ca- 
lomel. >

whom could such a tax benefit? 

That the price of fencing material 
would be raised to practically the 
extent of the duty there can be no 
doubt. This would mean that a 
duty of 25 or 30 per cent, would 
impose an extra tax of $150 to 
$175 on the fencing required for an 
average farm. Nor would the rural 
community suffer only to the extent 
of an increascd expense to those who . 
have to fence, but a great deal of 
farm improvement would be delayed 
for many years, which would oper- 
ate strongly in keeping down the 
value of land. Rather than impose 
oa tariff on Nos. 9, 12 and 18,_ 
smooth galvanized wire, as has been 
proposed, it would be a much saner 
policy to remove the present duty 
of 20 per cent. on Nos, 7 and 11. If 
this were done, the revenue would 
not suffer, for theso grades aro not 
extensively imported, but if they 
wore free na stronger and more satis- 
factory fence could be obtained 
without enhancing the cost.

Horses Frozen. 


Animats Wandered Away and Froze to 
Death. 


The Fenelon Fall Gazette tell@a 
pathetic story of the freezing to death 
of a team of horses. It says: 

On Wednesday of last week Mr, 
Archibald McArthur and Wm. Me- 
Neish, two farmers who liye opposite 
each near Long Point, in Fenelon, 
drove to the Falls, a distance of ten 
miles, each with a load of oats, and 
when they left for home in the eyen- 
ing, Mr. McNish rode with bis neigh- 
bor leaying his own team to follow, 
without (as far as we can learn) tying 
them to the leading sleigh. He is 
sure they were behind at No, 13schoo) 
house, about six miles from here 
it was then dark and a snow

ed home. Mr. MeNish’s horses and 
sleigh were nowhere to be seen; and 
no tidings of them could be obtained 
until they were found three or four 
days Jater in the bush near Birch 
Point, in Balsam Lake, the horses 
still hitched to the sleigh, but both 
dead and frozen stiff. With some- 
thing to eat they would probably 
have lived longer, but the combined 
hunger and cold proved fatal.

NO GOAL AT GIBRALTAR 


BRITISH FLEET WAS PRAOCTI- 
CALLY HELPLESS. 


Sequel to the Baltic 
Crisis—Commandeered a 


Supply. 


It is hard to believe that when 
everyone thought that Great Fritain 
Was on the brink of war with Russia 
after the North Sea outrage the 
Uritish fleet was practicaliy help- 
less at Gibraltar owing to want of 
coal, says the London Daily 
Chronicle. 

Yet this is the sensational state- 
ment made in the Indian Daily News 
by Captain Berryman, of the steam- 
er London Bridge, on his arrival at 
Calcutta. 

The London Bridge left Ingland 
with a cargo of coal for Port Said 
just before the North Sea occurrence. 
Captain Berryman arrived off the 
Straits of Gibraltar about four 
o'clock in the morning. 

“We were going through quietly,”’ 
he told a representative of the In- 
dian Daily News, ‘‘when out of the 
harbor came torpedo boats and 
launches. 

““*Who are you?’ asked the lead- 
ing boat, and when-I replied I was 
told I must come into Gibraltar. 


TOOK VESSEL'S COAL. 


“T was greatly astonished at this, 
and thought they were stopping atl 
traffic through the Straits. But 
when I reached the harbor I found 
they wanted my coal. They told me 
to start unloading at once, and the 
London Bridge went from, ship to 
ship until she was empty. We were 
two days over the job. 

“There were fourteen war’ vessels 
in the bay, and they had been gath- 
ered hurriedly from all parts of the 
Mediterranean. So they were fairly 
well empty by the time they reached 
Gibraltar. 

What stock of coal was there at 
Gibraltar? Well, 1 do not know for 
certain. Ashore there was, I believe 
only 1,000 ‘tons of patent fuel in 
hulks, But I had no opportunity to 
see how much there was on shore. 

OTHER BOATS STOPPED. 

“The stock must have been low, 
however, for I was not the only boat 
that was stopped. Ten others at 
least there were within the two days 
only—all English, of course.’’ 

Asked for further details, Captain 
TLerryman continued: 

“IT don't know if the Government 
had arranged with the Port Said 
people to buy the coal before they 
took it. Probably this may have 
been arranged, for the business could 
be settled quickly by cablegram. But 
it was the Lritish Government, you 
see, that commandoered it, and the 
London Bridge is a British ship, so 
that did not trouble me at all.”’ 

The London Bridge reached Gibral- 
tar at the time when Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky was at Vigo with his 
squadron,

Agvicultinal Societies of the Proyince 

for many years have been receiving 

fixed grants from the Government, 
irrespective of the work they were 
doing. At the recent convention, as 

a result of information furnished by 

Provincinl Superintendent HH. B. 

Cowan, a resolution was adopted re- 

commending tbat in future grants 

should be distributed to societies In 
proportion to the amount of money 
they expend for agricultural purposes. 

li is probable that the Agricu tural 

and Arts Act will be reyised and this 
change made within, & year or so, 
Should this be done it will result in 
mummy of the smaller societies in the 
Proyinee being cut off and societies 
which are doing good work being 
strengthoned, — An examination of 
the returns made to the Department 
of Agriculture, by some of the socie- 
ties of the Province shows how such w 
change is likely to work out. In a 
county in Eastern Ontario, where the 
district society has been deyoting a 
reat deal of attention to horse me- 
lng, this society will lose $149 from its 
grant, which money will go to a 
Township Society farther back in. the 
county which is being conducted on 
agricultural lines. In another Wast- 
ern Ontario County the District 
Society will receive an increase in i's 
grant of $101 which will be taken from 
the grants of three small Township 
Societies. This will probably mean 
that two of the Sninit Societies will 
have to go out of existence and that 
the third one will be strengthened, 
leaving two strony Societies in the 
riding instead of four as at present. 

In yet another riding county the 
grant to the District Society will re- 
main wbout as it is, while two small 
Township Societies will lose $83, 
which will go to a third Township 
Society. In this county it will prob- 
ably also mean that two small Town- 
ship Societies will haye to give up 
holding exhibitions, while the second 
township fair will be strengthened. 
This will mean that ail through the 
Proviuce the best Societies will be 
stvengthened, while the weak and 
struggling ones which are doing little 
or no good will go ont of existence. 
Such a change in the Act will do away 
with all distinction between Township 
and District Societies and .will place 
all Societies on the same footing as 
regards their Goyernment grants. 
_The conyention adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting the Department of 
Agriculture to enforce the Act by 
cutting off the grants to all Societies 
which permit games of chance at their 
exhibitions and pledged its support to 
thé Department in any measures it 
may. take to suppress such features at

Belteville Lawyer Dead, 


N. B. Falkiner, a Popular Citizen, 
Passes Away. 


The Outario ot Saturday last had 
the following notice of the death of 
Mr. N. B. Falkiner, well known in 
Madoe and throughout North 
Hastings :— 


One of Belleville’s most prominent 
citizens passed away this morning in 
the person of ex-Ald, N.B. Falkiner. 
The deceased had not been in good 
health for some time and a short time 
ago was taken ill with pneumonia 
which complicated with his other 
organical troubles, cnused his death, 

Nathaniel Baldwin Falkiner was 
born at Ballyrickard, Borrisikane, 
North Tipperary, Iveland, in 1837 and 
was ason of the late N. B. Falkiner 
of that place. He came to Canada as 
a youth in 1855 and settled in this 
city where he took up the study of 
law, first with the late Edmund Mur- 
ney, M.P., and later with Messrs. 
Ross and Bell, While in the latter 
office he was a contemporary of Mr. 
Justice Ross, of Toronto. On com- 
pleting his studies and being admitted 
to the bar Mr, Falkiner began the 
practice of law here and was most 
successful in his practice. He held a 
large commercial practice and was 
agent beve for several large Montreal 
concerns, Mr. Falkiner took the 
most lively interest in civic affairs 
and was the soul of loyalty to his 
adopted city and country, In the 
days of 1866 when Canada was 
threatened with an invasion he 
shouldered his musket and was a 
Corporal of the XV contingent which 
went to Prescott. He went into the 
town council in 1874 and in 1878 when 
Belleyille became a city was an Alder- 
man. He served four subsequent, 
terms as an Alderman and in 1898 was 
defeated. During his tenure of office 
he was eyer aggressive for any 
measure for the city’s good. He also 
served on the school board for seyeral 
terms and there did good work for the 
educational interests of the city. He 
Was & member of the Church of Eng- 
land, He was a member of Moira 
Lodge No, 11, A.F. and A.M. and was 
a Past Master of it. He also was x 
member of the 1.0,0.F,, A.O.U.W. 
and 1.0. F. and at one time was 
prominent as an Orangemen, 

Personally Mr. Falkiner was known 
to the citizens whole souled, 
warm-hearted Irishman who had 
many friends among all classes. 
Eyer cheerful and always ready to 
aid a friend he was beloyed by all.”

The Deepest Mine in the World. 


Imagine if youcana gigantic honey- 
comb forty miles long by fifteen miles 
broad, surrounded by water and pene- 
trated by hundreds of miles of tunnels 
arranged in tiers one below another to 
the depth of a mile, and you will have 
some idea, writes Mr. Theodore 
Waters, in Eyerybody’s Magazine, of 
the country in which the deepest 
mine in the world, the Calumet and 
Hecla, is located. This copper mine 
extends down four thousand feet be- 
low the bottom of Lake Superior, 
which itself is one thousand feet deep. 

Tf the knife of Cyelops could cut the 
honeycomb in two, longitudinally, as 
Sir Lubbock used to cut an ant’s_nest 
for the purpose of observing what was 
going on inside, there would be re- 
vealed a wealth and a breadth of 
industry not eclipsed by those of 
many surface communities, 
of elevator shafts, some perpendicular, 
others onan incline, would be found 
piercing the comb from top to bottom. 

nthem would be seen cars carrying 
men and metal up and down with the 
speed of express trains. 

In and out, across and back extend 
galleries overflowing with activity ; in 
some, lines of air-drills eating their 
way into the roek, in others the sud- 
den bursting of blasts in the walls of 
the lodes, Electric locomotiyes are 
hauling trains of rock-cars to the 
shafts, or men are found laboriously 
pushing hand-cars through darkened 
subways.) Down some of the shafts 
can be faced pump-lines, pipes and 
cables padiating outward through the 
gallejfes so that the miners may have 

ry tunnels, electric lights, and even 

ephone service underground. 

In these passages, many of them so 
deep that the internal heat of the 
earth can be perceptibly felt, men liye 
and eat and toil and carry on the 
business of life apparently oblivious of 
the fact that they are nearer the 
centre of the earth than eyer man 
suceeeded in getting before, and are 
digging themselves nearer ever, 
minute. Thousands of men inhabit 
these towns and villages underground 
governed by laws for their peaceful 
regulation, and provided with efficient 
systeme of fire protection, sanitation, 
drainage and ventilation,

in part with incandescent lamps, and

Not many are 
in a position to avail themselves of 
the -good prices now offered for 
dairy products of all kinds, and 
especially for fine butter.

daily or making 1} to 2 pounds of 
butter per day is 30 to 40 pounds 
corn silage, 30 pounds mangels, 8 
to 10 pounds clover hay, 4 pounds 
bran, 3 pounds ground oats, and 1 
pound oil-cake. Jf possible eut the 
hay, pulp the roots, and mix the 
bulky feed together for a few hours 
before feeding. Add the ineal. to 
the bulky part at the time of feed- 
ing. "The foregoing amounts may be 
divided into two portions and one- 
half be given to each cow night and 
morning. ‘The cows should be fed 
regularly and each animal should be 
under close observation by the feed- 
er in order to note her appetite, re- 
sponse in milk flow, end other con- 
ditions. If the feeder finds the cow 
can profitably consume more than 
eight pounds of :neal daily, then 
extra meal may be given. Careful 
feeders who weigh the milk frem 
each cow will, soon learn the limit 
of profitable feeding for cach animal, 

If the cow be kept clean and the 
milk be drawn-in a cleanly manner 
into a clean pajl by a clean person 
and be removed shortly after strain- 
ing from the barn, thee is no reason 
why winter milk should hav a 
“cowy odor.’ This ‘‘cowy odor’’ is 
usually caused by filth which drops 
into the milk during the milking, or 
is absorbed by the milk from the 
foul air in the stable. 

Milk should be removed from the 
stable before it cools to the temper- 
ature of the stable air: otherwise it 
will absorb taints rapidly. 

After straining, the milk does not 
usually require any special cooling 
other than that which takes place 
from the cold air, if it be stirred oc~ 
casionally to prevent the cream ris-

A BURGLAR-PROOF HOUSE 


HEMMED IN BY A NETWORK 
OF ELECTRIC WIRES. 
American Millionaire Can Laugh 
at the Knights of the Dark 
Lantern. 


Probably the most remarkable 
house in the world, from a burglar’s 
Point of view, is Elmhurst, River- 
dale, N.Y., belonging to Giovanni P. 
Morosini, the Wall Street millionaire. 
It is Known to every ‘‘cracksman,"’ 
both amateur and professional, 
throughout the States, and is re- 
garded by him with so much awe 
and aversion that he has felt it a 
wise course to drop the celebrated 
mansion from his visiting list. 

In consequence, Elmhurst enjoys to- 
day so much security from the 
knights of the dark lantern that Mr, 
Morosini could probably obtain, with 
infinite ease, an almost free burglar- 
insurance policy did he care to ap- 


ply for one. But the millionaire 
does not seek security from loss in 
the insurance companies, having 


greater faith in his ‘‘system,’”’ and 
has openly declared that if any bur- 
glar can now got off with anything 
from Elmhurst he is welcome to it, 
and that he will grant pardon and a 
good dinner to any visitor who suc- 
ceeds in overcoming the obstacles 
which confront him on the Mor- 
osini estate while following the pro- 
fession of burglary, “ 

Elmhurst, which overlooks the 
Hudson, is not a large house by any 
means, numbering no more than 
thirty spacious rooms; but it is fur- 
nished and decorated in a manner 
which stamps it as one of the most 
costly of miniature American palaces.

The sum of nearly $50,000,000 is 
expended yearly on the game of 
golf, and of this sum about a third 
is spent by TEingland and about a 
fifth by Scotland, There are no 
fower than 879 gold clubs in Png- 
land alone, ‘The United States has 
769; Scotland, Ireland, 134, 
and Wales, 43. are sixty-three 
dotted over the continent, and no 
British colony is without ome and in 
many cases severa) links. In round 
numbers there are 3,000 golf Mnks 
in the world. 

Estimates show that not tess than 
$15,000 has been sunk in each of 
these clubs and the preparation of 
their courses, so that there has been 
a total permanent investment of 
about $15,000,000. Few of these 
clubs ate run on less than $5,000 a 
year, and many of them cost ten 
times that sum. 

The revenue is usually not entirely 
derived from subscriptions. Profits 
on catering and efreshments, green 
fees paid by visitors who use the 
links and various other items swell 
the clubs’ revenues and make them 
equal to the strain put upon thom, 

Taking the average, these 3,000 
golf clubs of the world cost about 
$20,000 cach year to run. ‘Phe aver- 
age memborship is about 200, and 
the average subscription boing $30, 
the total amount paid in subscrip- 
tions by the 38,000 gold clubs is 
nearly $20,000,000. but besides 
these golfers there are many thou- 
sands unattached, so that the entire 
golling population of the world is 
alvout 750,000, not including the 
professionals, caddies and others 
Who are intimately concerned. 

A short calculation will show that 
with the club dues extra green fees,

Nearly every trade and profession 
in which women have taken employ- 
ment owes to the inventive genius 
of the sex.

In the invention of new dishes, 
edibles which are warranted to 
tempt the appetite, dress, and mil- 
linery designs, women are almost 
alone in the field; but ingenuity in 
this direction is but poorly reward- 
ed. Clever ideas which go far  to- 
wards expediting work are the pat- 
ents which repay for tho labor  in= 
volved in thinking them out, as 
many women have found who have 
devoted their time to devising a few 
parts of certain typewriters. 

WHERE WOMEN EXCEL. 

As inventors of charming dances, 
women have shown far greater in- 
genuity than the sterner sex. Scores 
of dances are invented every year by 
them. In addition to patents 
brought out by women under their 
own names and in their own rights, 
there are scores of successful arti- 
cles patented for them by their em- 
ployers. An invalid’s teacup is the 
latest woman's device. It has a de- 
pression in the saucer, in which a 
small piece of lighted charcoal may 
be placed to keep the contents of 
the cup hot for some time. 

There are numerous instances on 
record, however, of women who have 
not only teon averse to their hus- 
bands devoting their time to. dis- 
coveries and inventions, but havo 
gone so far as to destroy work 
which has entailed many months of 
labor. 

Sir Richard Arkwright, to whose 
ingenuity and perseverance we are 
indebted for the marvellous growth 
of our cotton manufactures, separat- 
ed from his wife because, in a fit of 
anger, she destroyed some of his 
cherished models of machinery, Ark- 
wright never forgave this act. 

Palissy, tho wife of the famous 
potter, was another woman who 
stood in her husband's light in - a 
somewhat: . similar way.—London 
Answers.

Lion That Attacked Its Trainer 


is Grief-stricken. 


“Can a lion die from a broken 
heart?'’ Several of the most noted 
veterinary surgeons olf Paris and 


Berlin have declared during the past 
week that Baltimore. once the heavi- 
est and largest lion of the hundred 
and fifty at the Bostock Hippodrome, 
|Paris, is slowly but most — surely 
passing away from grief, and that it 


is past human aid, Naltimore, on 
July 31st last, during a performance 
at Dreamtand, New York's colossal 


Summer resort, savagely attacked his 
trainer, Captain Jack Bonavita, the 
}man in whose care he had been ever 
since his capture in the jungle five 
years ago, 

Two thousand people saw the un- 
equal struggle, in which the wounds 


inflicted upon the trainer were so 
terrible that five surgeons in con- 
sultation despaired of saving the 


man’s life at all. Baltimore com- 
pletely lost control of hinwself, and, 
lying across his victim’s body, had 
one of Bonavita’s hands in _ his 
mouth, tearing off the fingers, when 
a keoper, named Mclield, pushed an 
immense bar into the cage and so 
infuriated the jungle king that he 
left his victim for a second and at- 
tempted to reach McField, 

In that second the proprictor, Mr. 
Frank Bostock, bravely plunged into 
the arena, and while fighting off the 
lion. by means of shooting blank 
cartridges into his face, at the same 
time lifted and carried Bonavita to 
the door, where willing. hands were 
ready to receive his burden—whether 
dead or alive none knew. : 

For many days the poor man lay 
in the hospital at the point of 
death. Dr. Edward Lee, the Omaha 
surgeon, who attended President Mc- 
Kinley after the shooting in the Ix- 
position grounds of Buffalo, was 
called in*-consultation, and to the 
work of the surgeons Bonavita owes 
his life. That portion of the hand 
chewed by the infuriated lion Was 
amputated. A month ago the ani- 
mals were taken from America to 
Paris by Mr. Bostock, and, against 
the wishes of, the doctors, Bonavita, 
with his arnf’in a sling, came along. 
Despite his tiedup arm, the troupe 
of lions have been put into the ex- 


hibition arena every morning, and 
Bonavita has gone in with them 
and had half an hour's frolic, so 


that none of the lions might forget 
him. Of them all Baltimore has 
appeared thoroughly depressed. He 
hag refused his food, and wheenever 
Bonavita spoke to him or looked in 
his direction the big lion, which is 
now wasting away, would slink into 
a) corner, as though anxious to ex- 
press his sorrow and beg forgive- 
ness. Bonayita has tried to stroke 
the animal’s shaggy mane, at° which 
Baltimore’ turns over on his back 
and tries to lick Bonavita’s good 
hand,

into the cage and picking me up— 
then I lost consciousness,’’ said Bon- 
avita the other day. ‘‘Poor old 
Baltimore! I have tried to get him

New York With its billions of pro- 
perty and millions of population 
from fire, says the New York Herald. 
In doing so Chief Croker has com- 
mand of 3,300 of the bravest and 
most expert firemen in the world, 
with 1,700 trained horses—each a 
wonder of intelligence, emdurance and 
docility; 142 engines, 47 hook and 
ladder trucks with water towers, 
and a marine fleet of 147 men and 7 
fireboats for handling fires along the 
water front, 

Bach boat throws 15,000 gailons 
a minute, supplying water through 
25 hose lines with inch nozzles. At 
least three more fireboats are needed 
to protect the richest and most im- 
portant city on the globe, says Mr.

to his death bed the General com-

Army Corps, and made military ar- 
rangements with him to prevent the 
seizure of his throne by Vladimir af- 
ter his death,

If the efforts of certain parties ave 
successful, the farmers of Canada will 
haye to face a yery unjustand burden- 
some tax, A movement is on foot to 
have fence wire, which has for a 
number of years been admitted into 
the country duty free» put on dutiable 
list.

soual experiences when inyestigation 
was going on. The successful dairy- 
man then made cleanliness his main 
object; the same care was more nec- 
essary now. If necessary all patrons 
‘shoald be compelled to liye up to the 
 factorymen’s regulations. ite was 
_ glad to see all so deeply intevested, 
and he heartily wished this great 
‘dairying industry continued success, 

James HWnglish was introduced by 
the Chairman as one of our most prac- 
tical and up-to-date farmers, and he

Publow brought out strongly were 
proper buildings, good qualitv. of 
milk, sending it in the best possible 
condition to the factory, and seeing 
that the cheesemaker was a first-class 
man and able to turn out a first-class 
article. His remarks were listened to 
with rapt attention, and if half of the 
yaluable information he gave out is 
absorbed by the farmers and cheese- 
markers present, this section will pro-

Vhe fearful story of Corporal Field, 
of the Canadian Mounted Police, who 
went into the wilds of the polar 
Northwest with a dog team, rescued

In hig duties as a Presbyterian | 
evangelist in the vast territory bor- 
dering British Columbia the Rev, Mr. 
Buckman, of the Canadian Mission, 
travelled far into the north country, 
where the only inhabitants are 5 
age Indians and Canadian halft 
in the omploy of Hudson Bay 
Fur Company, whose stations dot 
the frozen solitudes from Hudson 
Bay to the Arctic circle and beyond. 

Leaving the last railroad station, 
Edmonton, the terminus of the Can- 
adian Pacific's most northerly line, 
for the Arctic regions, Mr, Buckman 
reached Fort Chippewyan, a supply 
post of the Hudson Bay Company. 
Besides a handful of employes neces- 
sary to forward furs brought down 
from the north on Erskime dog 
sledges there were on duty there 
three members of the Mountain 
Police. 

It was during the long twilight 
days of last summor that Mr, Bugk- 
man, exhilarated by the wonderful 
mountain air of the region, ascended 
the cayon trail of Peace River and 
journeyed westward toward tho gold 
Country.

Scientists and Christians are not 
the only people interested in the 
“submerged.”’ A large part of the 
news in our daily papers is a chron- 
icle of the crimes and degradation 
of the slums, Everybody is interest- 
ed—not all like tho disciples, but 
many like the ‘‘neighbors’’ of verse 
8. Neither do such queries as ‘Is 
not this he?’’ nor the news of the 
daily papers exhaust the manifesta- 
tion of this human interest. There 
never is a conversion but people talk 
about it. Publicity, a terror to the 
timid young Christian, is a most 
powerful means of advancing the 
cause of Christ. The conversation 
in verses 9 and 10 is thoroughly hu- 
man. ‘The blind man simply states 
the facts. fe was blind; a man 
named Jesus had made clay and 
anointed his eyes and told him in 
what waters to wash. He went and 
washed and received sight. From 
such simple testimony as this have 
sprung the great revivals of Chris- 
tian history. 


Born Blind. Golden Text, 
John ix., 5. 


This miracle is manifestly an 
enacted parable; its spiritual import 
completely pushes aside all other 
meanings, and it seems well to di- 
wide it according to its spiritual 
teachings. 

I. Sin and Science (verses 1, 2). 

Our story is of a man born blind, 
a beggar sitting by the wayside 
“(verse 8). ‘The interest of the dis- 
ciples in him was not philanthropic, 
but philosophic—analogous to the in- 
terest of modern science in the out- 
cast and the “‘submerged.’’

Our Lord is not to be understood 
as stating that either this man or 
his parents were sinless, nor that

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Philip Sousa Has An Unpleasant

Fortunately a squad of mounted 
police, making a forced march east- 
ward, came that way and found the 
missionary growing insane.

The po- 
lice said they would see what they 
could do, and when the storm lessen- 
ed a little they sallied forth, reached 
Fort Chippewyan in a few days and 
reported the case to the police in 
charge of the station. 

It was considered a forlorn expedi- 
tion, the attempt to carry a crazy 
man on a sled through storm and 
snow, hundreds of miles south to 
civilization. But something had to 
be done, and Corporal Field was sel- 
ected as the one man available in all 
that country able to endure the fa- 
tigues of such a trip. He was  de- 
tailed to proceed to Peace Station, 
take possession of the man, and 
carry him through the wilderness 
down the Athabaska River to the 
Edmonton Railroad station, on the 
unfinished Klondike line. 

Although the weather was beyond 
description, real Arctio winter had 
hardly begun, The darkest and most 
dangerous part of the season was 
yet to come when Corporal Field 
set out with a picked team of

that money could buy. ‘The strongest 
and lightest running sled in the ser- 
vice of the fur company was loaded 
with provisions, cooking utensils, 
furs and clothing for the journey. A 
small tent and a Yew blankets were 
added—all a good load for the sled. 
It was considered extremely hazar- 
dous to undertake the trip, and 
many doubted if the feat could be 
accomplished, although Corporal 
Field was famous through the North- 
west for his courage, physical endur- 
ance and sound judgment in emer- 
gencies.

But new dangers confronted him. 
Wolves began to cry carly in the af- 
ternoon, and by evening became num- 
erous and threatening. For weeks 
he had been followed by these fero- 
cious animals, but they were of a 
smaller breed, very wild, and they 
kept at a distance; but on the larger 
river, with more timber, bigger and 
bolder wolves appeared, and only 
fires kept burning all night around 
the camp prevented the wolves from 
rushing on them and making an end 
to the expedition, 

Strange as it may seem, however, 
the thicker the wolves the more plen- 
tiful game became, and soon the cor- 
poral was bagging grouse, jack rab- 
bits, caribou and smaller deer in 
abundance. This added to the varic- 
ty of their food, but the missionary 
ate sparingly, and if he had had 
his own way would have died of 
starvation. 

In speaking of the trip, Corporal 
Field saysi—‘‘It was not the food 
supply that worried me, but the con- 
dition of the crazy man. He seemed 
determined on starvation if he could 
not escape. Had I once let him out 
of my sight he would have frozen 
to death in a few hours. As our 
Journey Increased the storms became 
more furious. Ajl we could do was 
to incase ourselves in our sleeping 
bags of fur and fasten ourselves to 
trees, with our backs to the upturn- 
ed sledge, and the dogs huddled 
around us,

tle servive in severe storms, 
soon filled it and covered us in 
blinding hurricane of pulverized 
and snow with a temperature far 
below zero, For three days we found 
cooking impossible, and we kept our- 
selves alive by nibbling ~ pleces of 
bacon and some canned stuff which 
we had secured in ovr fur bags for 
emergencies. It was just like travel- 
ling in the Baffin Bay country of 
Greenland. After our last blizzard 
the madman tried to get free again. 
The exercise of tugging at straps and 
buckles was beneticial, however, for 
it kept his blood circulating. 

“Finally we reached Fort Mac- 
Murray, “where we crossed to the 
eastern side of the long river, and I 
knew that one-half our long Journey 
was completed. During the summer 
perhaps half a dozen persons live at 
Fort MacMurray, but we found only 
a single individual there, a halfbreed 
Indian. He did his best to make us 
comfortable, and after a rest of two 
days we took to the trail again, and 
much refreshed, fourneyed on down 
the river. 

“Fresh troubles were at hand, how- 
ever, The missionary grow sullen 
and refused to eat. When food could 
no longer be forced down his throat 
I grew alarmed, and finally conclud- 
eu to loosen his fastenings to give 
him exercise, hoping to restore bis

BEAST AND WIRE. 


New Diversions of Animal King- 
dom in East Africa. 
in British 


The animal kingdom 


Bast Africa looks upon the 2,100 
miles of telegraph wire strung 


through that region as an innovation 
to be utilized, ‘The wires arouse 
curiosity and stimulate experimenta- 
tion. A number of genera and no 
end of species are trying to find the 
adaptation of the telegraph to their 
special purposes; and so the routine 
of the telegraph business is more or 


Jess crowded with incidents of an un- 
usual character, some of which are 
mentioned in the latest official re- 


port. This speaks of monkeys as in- 


and a fish is carved over certain of 
the gates of Lucknow—a relic of the 
kings of Oudh. A wooden fish, about 
one inch long enclosed in a battered 
silver box, is the centrepiece of one 
of Kipling’s neatest “Plain Tales 
from the Hiulls.’’ ‘his fish, like 
Cupid, was blind, and it brought 
disaster to those to whom it might 
be given, but overwhelined’ with good 
fortune the person who could steai 
it. 

A cliarm may consist of a locket 
of brass, copper, or precious metal, 
chased, jeweled ot enameled. It may, 
and generally does, contain a short 
inscription on paper, skin, or cloth, 
which is the most widespread form 
of charm known in India, Inscribed 
charms are also found on the exter- 
ior and interior of buildings, or 
walls, and on _ sword blades and 
other weapons. 

The writer of charms is a true 
Buhemian. le is tied to no fixed 


corrigible. Many of them have been 
shot and thousands frightened, but 
they cannot get over the idea that 
the wires are merely a new facility 
for their athletic performances in 
mid-air. They have ceased to pay 
attention to the locomotives, and 
even tke shricks of the whistle are 
not permitted to interfere much with 
the fun of swinging on the wire. 
Three wires are strung on the same 
line of poles for 584 miles between 
the Indian Ocean-and Victoria Nyan- 
za, giving an opportunity. for more 
complicated performances. The Kil- 
avu forest is mentioned as a place 
where monkeys, in their evolutions, 
sometimes succeed in twisting the 
wires together. 

The gentle giraffe is also a source 
of annoyance. He sometimes ap- 
Plies enough muscular energy to the 
bracket on which the wire is Tasten- 
ed to twist it around, stretching the 
wire and causing it to foul with 
other wires. The hippopotamus is 
also a nuisance, because he rubs up 
against the poles and sometimes 
knocks them over. 

These creatures, 
steal the wire. Thievery was the 
greatest evil with which the tele 
graph builders had to contend, and 
the evil has only recently been sup- 
pressed. When the copper wire was 
Stretched north-east from Victoria 
Nyanza through the Nsoga country, 
the natives cut out’ considerable 
lengths of it; and at one time about 
forty miles of wire were carried away 
and never recovered. Passing cara- 
vans found also that they could help 
themselves along the way by cutting 
the wire and using it in the barter 
trade, The temptation was great 
and not always resisted, for wire 
would buy anything the natives had 
to sell. A great deal of energy was 
expended in stamping out wire steal- 
ing and it now seems to be a thing 
of the past.

Death of Mrs. Stewart. 


ttt tee sree 


One of Canada’s Oldest Residents — 
Her Husband was a Lawyer of 
Note. 

In the death of Mrs. Stewart, at the 
residence of her son David EB, Kinnear 
Stewart, barrister, of Madoc, on the 
28th of Febru ast, notice of which 
appeared in THE Review at the time, 
Canada lost one of her oldest and most 
loyal citizens. She came of British 
military stock; was born at Pigeon 
House Barracks, Dublin, on the 3lst 
of March, 1811, and was a daughter of 
Capt. Kinnear, of the Royal Artillery, 
who settled in Perth, Canada, shortly 
after the battle of Waterloo, The 
Stratford Daily Herald in referring to 
Mrs. Stewart's death, giyes the follow- 
ing history of her husband's residence 
at that place nearly three-quarters of 

a century ago :— 


The above refers to the widow of the 
late John Stewart, Q,C., who was the 
first lawyer that located in Stratford, 
having come here from Goderich some 
time in the ’30s and having been a 
yeteran of the ’37th rebellion. He 
was an able man and a prominent 
Tory politician and the few oldsurviv- 
ing settlers who remember him will 
recall the nickname of ‘ Four-eyes 
Stewart” by which he was called, 
the name being deriyed from the 

eculiar spectacles which he bore. 

he first court house in Stratford be- 
ing located on the north side of the 
river, he located his office amongst 
the trees on the corner where the 
wholesale grocery now stands, where 
he chopped the trees to get asite for 
his office. He thought nothing of a 
trip to Goderich to attend court, either 
on horse-back or on foot, in those 
early days, and was one of the most 
successful lawyers in managing juries 
that ever lived in these parts. In 
those years he built a beautiful brick 
homestead on the Huron road just 
outside the corporation, which house 
is still standing on the first corner in 
Ellice on the Hurdn road, He died 
here some thirty or thirty-five years 
ago. Very few people knew that his 
widow suryiyed until they saw the 
announcement of her death as above 
in the Mail and Empire. The son 
David at whose residence in Madoc 
the aged lady died, was educated in 
Stratford at the old grammar school 
on Norman-st. under the principal- 
ship ot the late C. J. Macgregor. He 
went to Chicago where ex-Mayor 
Butler, his former companion, renew- 
ed acquaintance with him and where 
he practiced law successfully. Evi- 
dently when he retired he returned to 
Canada. His mother would be at the 
time of her death one of the very 
oldest and earliest settlers in 
Stratford.

Pail- 
ure to cool at once after milking is 
the cause of a great deal of sour 
milk.

THE CHURCH OF ST. MARK 


FAMOUS BUILDING IN VENICE 
IN DANGER, 
Decay Threatens to Destroy 
Edifice—Other Buildings 
Affected, 


The destroying hand of 
striking Venice heavily. The world 
mourned when the great Campanile 
fell in the square of St, Mark, carry- 
ing with it a corner of the old Pal- 
ace of the Procurators, the men next 
in authority to the Doge in the by- 
gone days. Venice, in her mourning, 
rejoiced that a merciful fate ordain- 
ed the fall in that direction. Other- 
wise, the tumbling masses would 
have done irreparable damage to 
the Palace of the Doges itself, and to 
the great Church of St. Mark, 

Now the experts appointed to ex- 
amine the condition of St. Marl 
have come to the conclusion that the 
famous building, the product of so 
many centuries, is itself in imminent 
danger of collapse. Its domes are fis- 
sured and are out of position, its 
vaults are yielding to the pressure of 
the sea and the weight of the piers 
they sustain, and under the golden 
splendor of 50,000 square feet of 
matchless mosaic crumbling and de- 
cay are suspected. The building is 
leaning over, and its foundations 
have sunk. This report in not the 
result of panic or hasty inspection. 
Tt is the result of two years’ diligent 
loving work by two of the greatest 
experts in Italy—Vrofessor Manfredo 
Manfredi and Signor Luigi Maran- 
joni. 

MANY BUILDINGS DECAY.

in serious danger. In all parts of 
the city of the seas towers can he 
seen leaning very much out of the 
perpendicular. Some of the finest of 
the old palaces are in a grievous 
state of decay. Many of the famous 
churches, besides that of St. Mark, 
show alarming traces of the action 
of time and the effect of unstable 
foundations, 

The Itallan Government is _ fully 
alive to the necessity for action. The 
Palace of the Doges is undergoing 
thorough repair. Several churches 
are being strengthened, and monu- 
ments which have fallen are being 
replaced. A grant of money for this 
purpose is made every year, and 
Small contributions are levied from 
visitors in the form of nominal ad- 
mission fees, which make a substan- 
tial total in the course of a year. 


ACTION OF WATER. 


Many causes are assigned for the 
state of affairs in Venice. The most 
important is the neglect of the past. 
Undeterred by repeated warnings, 
nothing was done by the Venetians 
to ensure the safety of their historic 
buildings until Venice was merged 
into the kingdom of Italy. Another 
cause is the action of the water on 
the plaster of old foundations. This 
was a mixture of lime and_ sand, 
which has been removed by the con- 
tinual oozing of the water, Warth- 
quake shocks, Which are frequent in 
Venice, have also contributed to 
weaken many structures. Undoubted- 
ly, the origin of much of the evil 
can be traced to these successive 
shocks. In some quarters the wash 
of steamers on the Grand Canal has 
been cited as the cause of trouble. 
‘This argument, however, is scarcely 
worth serious consideration. 

As far as the Church of St, Mark 
is concerned, the experts in their re- 
port distinctly state that partial re- 
slorations carelessly undertaken in 
the past have added so considerably 
to the weight of the building that 
they have done more harm than 
good, 

There is little doubt that the au- 
thovities will act promptly in the 
case of St. Mark’s. It is well, for 
the church is a witness of the history 
of Venice, 'The city was founded in 
the year 421; the first Doge was el- 
ected in the year 697, the Church of 
St. Mark was begun in the year 830, 
Built on the waters, its first foe was 
fire, which destroyed it in the year 
976, The church as we know it was 
consecrated, after rebuilding, in 
1085. Since then every century has 
added to its splendor and its fame.— 
Herbert Tomtel, in London Daily 
Express, ;

THE ANTI-AMPUTATION JAPS. 

During the present war the Japan- 
ese have followed the new rule gen- 
erally of not amputating shattered 
limbs on the fields of battle, but of 
putting a plaster of paris dressing 
on them. So far, out of 600 wound- 
ed Russians, only an arm has been 
amputated, and in tnat case the arm 
had to be removed in consequence of 
trouble supervening. In all cases the 
bones have healed well. It is clear 
that the gunshot wounds from the 
modern infantry rifles are less dan- 
gerous to life than they were in for- 
mer days. Wounds received in the 
lungs or stomach heal often without 


surgical treatment or operation, All 
pieces of shot or garments taken 
from wounded men are t to Tokio, 
where they sare be preserved, as 


also are all other ‘preparations’ re- 
sulting from the surgical treatment 
of the wounded,

A GREAT STEP FORWARD HAS 
BEEN MADE, 


Scientists Claim to Have Made 
Some Most Important Dis-

Another discovery of the means by 
which disease microbes are fought off 
by the blood is announced in a re- 
cent issue of the London Daily Mail, 
Tt follows the line of the discovery 
that the white blood corpuscles are 
largely engaged in devouring the 
disease germs.

SAUCE FOR THE MICROBE. 

To explain this wonder a little 
more fully. If a colony of tubercle 
bacilli gain access to a healthy body 
the first thing 
that they become coated with tuber- 
cle opsonin from the fluids of the 
blood, and then the white corpuscles 
come and have a hearty meal.

This is proved by the fact that one 
can take white corpuscles from a 
tuberculous patient and make them 
swallow plenty of tubercle bacilli, if 
one puts in some of the blood fluids 
of a healthy person containing the 
sauce for the tubercle bacilli, where- 
as the white corpuscles of a healthy 
person will not swallow the bacilli if 
there be added some of the blood 
fluids of a tuberculous patient which 
contain no sauce, 


has provided opsonins not only 
against the tubercle bacillus, but, so 
far as we know, against every mic- 


robe which attacks the human 
body. For instance, there is an 
opsonin against the microbe which 
causes pneumonia, and this disease 


affords one of the prettiest demon- 
strations of the bew discovery. 

Pneumonia is a disease in which a 
well-marked crisis occurs. The _cri- 


sis of pneumonia is a definite ” fall 
in the temperature and the pulse 
rate, accompanied by a great ame- 


lioration of the patient’s symptoms. 
It occurs quite suddenly, and gener- 
ally lasts a few hours only; now it 
has been shown that as soon as the 
crisis occurs the amount of anti- 
pneumonia opsonin in the blood in- 
creases enormously, so that we think 
that the crisis is Que to the re-de- 
velopment of these opsonins,

It Is More Disposed to Friendship 
With England. 


The effects of the Anglo-Erench en- 
tente are becoming daily more mani- 
fest, and there is a growing feoling

* Rice Crumpets.—Beat three eggs 
until light and then add one and 
one-half cupfuls of milk, one table- 
spoonful of melted butter, one  cup- 
ful of cold boiled rice, one cupful of 
¢orn flour, half a cupful of wheat 
flour, half a tablespoonful of salt 
and two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. Beat these ingredients well to- 
gether and bake in greased muffin 
pans in the oven for twenty minutes. 
White Fruit Cake.—One cup of but- 
ter, two cups of sugar, one cup of 
sweet milk, two and a half cups of 
flour, whites of seven eggs, two even 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, one 
pound each of seedless (Sultana) 
raisins, figs, and blanched almonds, 
one-quarter pound of citron, all 
chopped fine. Mix all thoroughly be- 
fore adding fruit; add a teaspoonful 
of lemon extract. Put the baking} 
powder in the flour and mix ‘well be- 
fore adding to the other ingredients. 
“Sift a little flour over the fruit be- 
fore stirring it in. Bake slowly two 
hours and try with a splint to see 
when it is done. A cupful of grated 


cocoanut is a nice addition to this 
cake. 

Mutton, Venison Style.—Cut cold 
roasted or boiled mutton in thin 
slices. Put into the chafing dish four 


tablespoonfuls of tomato ketchup, 
one tablespoonful of tarragon vine- 
gar, four tablespoonfuls of currant 
jelly, and a tablespoonful of butter. 
Stir all these ingredients until hot. 
Put in sufficient mutton to absorb 
the sauce thoroughly; add half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a sprinkling of 
Pepper. 

Imperial Cake.—One pound of su- 
gar, one pound of flour, three-quar- 
ters pound of butter, one pound of! 
almonds, blanched and cut fine; one- 
half pound of citron, one-quarter lb. 
candied cherries, one-half pound of 
seeded raisins, rind and juice of one 
lemon, two pieces of candied orange, 
one nutmeg, ten eggs. 

Angel Cake.—Whites of twelve eggs 
—or, measured, one and one-quarter 
cups of whites of eggs. Add  one- 
third of ia teaspoonful of salt, and 
beat until stiff. Sift into this one 
and one-quarter cups of granulated 
sugar, and beat. Have at-hand one 
cup of flour that you have sifted 
five times; sift this in and mix one 
teaspoonful of extract of bitter  al- 
monds, or any preferred flavor, Bake 
in slow oven, and do not grease your 
pan. -

Traders take their lives in their 
hands and live on th 
islands, but rarely venture out of 
Bight of the sea. As ships approach 


Bougainville, the largest island, they 


| prinz Rango, extending through 


centre and rising to 8,000 fect; 
though mariners have ascen these 
mountains for centuries no white 
man has ever visited the range; be 
cause the region between it and the 
sea is densely peopled by the most 
warlike of Savages. 
Carl Ribbe, a German naturalkst, 
has had tho courage to spend two 
years at trading stations along the 
coasts. He has just written a book 
that bristles with onformnation about 
‘these islands and their inhabitants. 
He sketches the land, the people, and 
the vegetable and animai life, and 
hig book, “‘Zwél Jahre unter den 
‘Kanibalen der Salomon-Inseln,’’. is 
especially timely because so little has 
been written about this archipelago. 

Ribbe says that there is no more 
dangerous trade in the world than 
that with tho Solomon Islanders. 
The traders are liable to be attacked 
at any time,

They sell their commodities for a 
song in comparison with prices ask- 
ed by other Pacific natives who 
know the whites better. The trader 
in the Solomons tuys 100 cocoa- 
nuts for a piece of cloth worth 
about 15 cents. 

The natives are at the same _ ri- 
diculous disadvantage in exchanging 
other commodities and so the trad- 
ers continue business relations that 
are so profitable to them. They dry 
the meat of the cocoanut under the 
tropical sun, turning it into copra, 
which vessels take away to Europe, 
Where the oil is expressed for soap 
making and other purposes. 

Tt must be highly exciting to live 
in a land where day or night one 
may be the target of a spear or a 
bullet. The reckless traders finding 
that the natives are almost crazy 
for firearms sell them to every one 
who can produce the many thousands 
of cocoanuts demanded. 

Now and then they are killed by 
the very guns that they have sold. 
The same blacks who traffic peace- 
ably with the trader in business 
hours are likely to lurk around his 
house in the darkness in the hope 
of shooting him while asleep. 

‘Now and then they are caught spy- 
ing around the houses to find the 
exact position of the bed in which 
the white man sleeps. They are 
likely to mark the outside of the

WIDOW BURNED TO DEATH 


SUTTEE STILL 
PRACTISED IN INDIA. 


Five Men Sentenced to Various 
Terms of Imprisonment for 
_the Crime. 


Despite all efforts of the Indian 
Government to stamp out the hor- 
rible practice of burning widows 
alive on the funeral pyres of their 
husbands, in remote districts the 
suttee, as the fanatical rite is called, 
is still practised occasionally with 
all the accompanying ceremonies 
prescribed by ancient traditions. Of 
this a gruesome instance has just 
come to light which shows, incident- 
ally, that the atrocious es-rifice is 
still regarded as a praiseworthy act 
of piety by many Hindoos, and but 
for the heavy restraining hand of 
British authority ‘vould probably 
again become common. 

A while ago, Chaudhri Missir, a 
Brahmin who had held firmly to the 
faith of his fathers, died in the vil- 
lage of Sanchari, situated in a dis- 
trict where the occasional yisits of 
the tax collector are the only _ evi- 
dences of foreign domination with 
which the inhabitants are acquaint- 
ed. His relatives wished to give 
him an old-fashioned funeral wor- 
thy of one who had been so scrupu- 
lous in the observance of all the cere- 
monials of his religion, and his 
widow, apparently, was nothing loth 
to offer herself as 

A SACRIFICE. 


Arrangoments were accordingly made 
for the cremation together of the liv- 
ing amd the dead on the banks of a 
small river. Some ground was 
staked off in the form of a Saint 
Andrew's cross, on which the funeral 
pyre was built.

In the presence . of a vast crowd 
which had assembled Juggernath 
lighted some wheat stalks and after 
Walking three times uround the pyre 
applied the lighted ends as custom 
prescribes, to the mouth of the dead” 
man.

They won _ their 
point, but with widely different re- 
sults for themselves; for whercas 
Queen ‘Alexandra greatly enhanced 
her influence in the British Court, 
her sister, the Russian Dowager, was 
obliged to promise that if her wishes 
were followed in this matter she 
would never again seek to interfere 
in the affairs of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, ~ ; ‘ 
According to the story told by the 
Attaches of the Danish Court, King 
Christian, who is eighty-six years 
old, and whose chief delight is in 
‘the affection of his children, declared 
when he heard of the North Sea trou- 
-ble and its perils, that if England 
and Russla went to war the 


BLOW WOULD KILL HIM. 


_ Telegrams were at once sent to his 
two Royal daughters, Alexandra and 
Dagmar, telling them that the aged 
Sovereign’s life depended on the 
maintenance of peace. Tho two sis- 
ters met and discussed the affair, af- 
ter hundreds of despatches had pass- 
ed between them, and they each 
faithfully promised to do all in their 
power to prevent the impending war. 
Following this pledge, Queen Alex- 
andra commanded Lord Lansdowne, 
the British Foreign Minister, to at- 
tend her without fail. To him sho 
communicated what sho had done 
and practically demanded that the 
war be prevented. He told her of 
the progress of the negotiations and 
mentioned that M. Delcasse, the 
French Foreign Minister, had sug- 
gested that’ the matter be referred 
to The Hague. At first Lord Lans- 
—downe, being much influenced by the 
heat of the British popular temper, 
did not feel kindly toward this 
Course, and was disposed to insist 
upon the unconditional acceptance by 
Russia of the British demand that 
Admiral Rojertvensky should be pun- 
ished. 

The Queen, however, was insistent, 
and in the end Lord Lansdowne 
reluctantly promised that England 
would submit a proposition to Rus- 
s{a based on the lines of the French 
suggestion. He also promised that 
he would urge the Queen's views 
upon the Cabinet meeting the follow- 
ing day. 

THE EMPRESS OF RUSSIA 
had a much harder task, owing to 
her loss of prestige in the Imperial 
Court since the birth of the Czare- 
vitch.

glass have been practically wiped 
out owing to their inability to stand 
the strain of paying workmen for 
the long hours in whi¢h no work can 
be done. 

But to explain. 


Tho materials of 
which glass is composed are put in 
what is technically cailed a pot, and 
this pot, or crucible, is placed in a 
furnace. But up to the present 
these pots have been so fashioned 
that workmen have to wait eighteen 
hours and longer before the metal 
can be drawn for practioal purposes. 
In some cases even as long a time 
as forty-eight hours has elapsed, and 
it is a common occurrence for work- 
men arriving in ‘the. early hours of 
the morning with the intention. of 
working the metal molting in the 
pots overnight to find that they 
have to wait for a few hours before 
they can commence, All this means 
lost money. 

The new invention prevents this 
loss of time, and like all clever de- 
vices it is simple, The inventors, 
Messrs. Jules Lang & Son, have 
thoroughly tested it, and have pro- 
duced glass beautifully clear and as 
refined as it is possible to be. . The 
Lang pot, by an ingenfous arrange- 
ment, permits an uninterrupted flow 
of glass, and thus the work can bo 
kept going day and night, 


The Lang pot holds a ton of 
glass, and it {is placed in the fur- 
nace in such a manner that only 


two necessary openings—the mouth 
and the arch opening—can appear. 
With this pot a small manufacturer 
will be ahle to hold his own against 
foreign competition, and this year 
should witness a great revival in the 
English glass industry,

Everyono conversant with the Inti- 
mate life of Moscow and St, VPeters- 
burg has olther scen or heard of tho

In most 
cases this is the work of secret 
societies. 

Englishmen are apt to regard Rus- 
sian secret »cletics and Nihilism as 
one and the same thing. Nine Nihil- 


ists out of every ten, however, would 
explain that, despite their own par- 
ticular secret society, Nihilism is 
not a ret. society propaganda, but} 
ao political philosophy, of which 
bomb-throwing and _ pistol-Shooting 
are but accidental features. 

The last formed and probably the 
most dangerous secret society in Rus- 
sia at the present day was founded 
about a year ago by a man known 
throughout the dominions of the 
Czar as ‘‘Krivorotenko,’’ or ‘Crook- 
ed-mouth.”” 

In appearance ‘‘Crooked-mouth”’ is 
“short of stature and has a dome- 
like forehead, barred with an ugly, 
livid scar.’’ He is a marvellous ac- 
tor, and can disguise his appearance 
so cleverly as to bo unrecognisable to 
his most, {intimate friends. 

“Crooked-mouth’s” history is full 
of romancé, and to illustrate _ this 
Russian revolutionary’s intense hat- 
red for the Czar's Government it 
need only be mentioned that he chris- 
tened his only child, a littlé boy, 
“Sibir,”’ or ‘‘Siberia’’! When the in-

OVERTHROW OF CZARISM. 
“Crooked-mouth"’ was first heard 
of as a dangerous revolutionary in 


the autumn of 1893. Six years be- 
fore, when only twenty years of age, 
he had been sent to Siberia, or ‘‘to 
Dathland’’—to use his own expres- 
sion—by Russia's Secret Police. 

Krivorotenko’s. life history js in- 
structive, Born at Yalta, he became 
the office-boy of a rich Kieff mer- 
chant, who, sympathizing with the 
ladi's ambitions, sent him to the local 
gymnasium (grammar school). From 
thence Krivorotenko, by giving les- 
sons and living on next to nothing, 
made his way to Moscow University, 
where his Nihilist spirit obtained 
full scope, and he began to propa- 
gandize. 

His doings soon came to the 
of the Secret Police, who, one 
“White Night,” swooped down on 
the ‘‘common-house’’ where he lived, 
seized him, and ordered him, on pain 
of banishment, to return immediately 
to his former miserable life at Yalta. 

““Crooked-mouth’’ promised obed- 
ience, but escaped to St. Petersburg,

REDISTRIBUTION IN BRITAIN. 


How Representation Would be 
Changed. 


The King’s speech on opening the 
British Parliament was more newsy 
than such oratory usually is,  an- 
nouncing, as it did, a bill to redis- 
tribute seats.

Yet Mt is canes 
ful if many of the Producers could 
sive more than a superficial account 
of What takes place in tho process of 
making this form of cheese It is 
however, one of the simplest of oar 
cheeses and consists mainly of two 
substances, water and casein dilac- 
tate. ‘The latter is. one-of the two 
chemical compounds, or salts, re- 
sulting from the union of casein in 
the milk with lactic acid formed in 
bacterial fermentation of milk sugar. 
Good cottage . cheese should have a 
soft texture, being neither mushy 
dry nor sawdust like. Such a tex- 
ture will accompany a moisture con-

designs of evil spirits and goblins, 

In Pngland, up to comparatively 
recent times, horseshoes were exten- 
almost everywhere as 
anti-witch charms, and the custom 
is not even yet an extinct one. No 
witch, it used to be said, could enter 


a building over the door of which 
‘a horseshoo—or, better still, three 
horseshoes—had been affixed, prongs

Sjich flavor 
may usualty be secured by the use of 
a good starter, but if too much whey 
is retained, the cheese may be sour. 
Flavor and texture are Quite closely 
connected, at this point, and slow 
draining curd is liable to result in 
Poor textured and poor flavored 
cheese. ' 

The various steps in making 


c cot- 
tage cheese may be summarized as 
follows: _ Use skimmilk rather than 
whole milk, to avoid less fat. To 


secure proper flavor and speedy sour- 
ing, add a small amount of a good 
starter. This starter should be pre- 
pared from clean, fresh milk, separ- 
ated from the cream and placed in a 
carefully cleaned receptacle, well coy- 
ered and brought to a temperature 
of 90 degrees, and then allowed to 
stand from 20 to 24 hours at a 
temperature of from 65 to 70 de- 
grees. The upper portion of this 
should be discarded and the amount 
needed strained throug a fine strain- 
er or hair sieve and thoroughly mix- 
ed with the milk, from whieh cheese 
is to be made the next day. A por- 
tion may also be used in preparing 
a starter for the next day, but, a& 
soon. as any unfavorable effect is 
noticed, a new starter should be pre- 
| pared. 

The milk should be kept at a tem- 
perature of from 70 to 75 degrees 
until well curdled, often in 24 hours, 
sometimes not until 48 hours. The 
curdled mass is broken up by hand 
or by a curd knife, raised gradually 
to 90 degrees, taking 30 to 40 min- 
lates in the process. The whey should 
then separate clear in 15 to 20 min- 
utes, after which it is run from the 
curd, and the latter placed in muslin 
bags or on racks to drain. When 
whey ceases to come from the curd, 
salt is added to taste, or at the rate 
of about a pound for 100 pounds of 
cheese. The curd is then formed into 
balls and wrapped in oiled paper, 
which may 
dairy supply house. For the finest 
quality of cheese, thick cream, pre- 
ferably ripened cream, should be add- 
ed at the rate of about an ounce 
for one pound of cheese, before the 
cheese is made into balls. 


A HIGH PRIVILEGE, 


No man can create so much as a 
spoonful of earth; neither can he 
create the elements from which come 
the chemicals that are so essential to 
the producrivity of the soil. Every 
thing is in the world, and what man 
can do is simply along the lines of 
change, whereby he makes the hard 
earth mellow and its chemical consti- 
tuents available as plant food, or 
adds to it other chemicals to main- 
tain, or to increase, its store of 
available plant food. 

Herein lies the sublimely beautiful 
law of co-operation in which man 
finds himself a joint partner with 
the Creator, and it is the realization 
of this, vaguely or clearly, as the 
case may be, that makes the farmer 
a ‘‘good farmer.” We may think of 
God saying: “I lend you for use the 
broad and fertile lands, and I freely 
give you the air and the sunshine, 
the rains of summer and the winter's 
snow. But these will not give you 
food or clothing; in the sweat of thy 
brow shalt thou eat bread, and in 
thy labor shalt the earth be made 
more abundant.’ 

To man is left the great work of 
putting and keoping the soil in good 
mechanical and chemical condition— 


in such tilth as shall make it  pro- 
duce to its utmost of the things 
that man needs to sustain life. How 


any man can lightly look upon this 


partnership, or fail to see in it in- 
spiration to highest endeavor, is 
most dimcult to understand. To 
work in closest harmony with the 
great forces of nature, ought to be 


recognized as the highest privilege 
and the broadest opportunity, and 
the farmer has every reason to look 
upon his calling as the noblest and 


most blessed of all.

The clover 
sod should be manured and ploughed 
under for a potato crop. This gives 
one a three year rotation in which 
clover alternates every third season, 
with manure, and giving to the soil 
just the elements required to produce 
big crops of grain or potatoes. The 


corn crop may be used instead of 
potatoes if desired. In case t 
clover shows a weak grewth, i 


would be well to apply lime to the 
soil at the time the crop is sown, 
which follows the ploughing under 
of the clover sod, by this method 
When it comes around to the clover 
again, the lime has removed tha 
acidity from the soil. is 


POULTRY NOTES. 


A brood hen spoils a fertile egg 
for table purposes by sitting on it 
for a few hours anly, so collect your 
eggs regularly. 

Vinegar diluted in warm water 
is the best liquid to clense stained 
eggs. 5 
Brown shelled eggs are no richer 
than white ones, but those who pre- 
fer tinted shells should immerso 
their eggs for an hour in strong 
tea water. - 

Preserve your eggs in water glass 
when the market price is less than 
fifteen for twenty-five cents. 

The egg yield from ten or twelve 
hens ranging over an acre of grass 
will far more than pay the rent of 
it, and so leave the herbage rent 
free to your dairy stock. 

Fowls much improve the character 
of the stubble land over which they 
range.

where much is trodden under foot. _ 

Don’t forget the importance of dis-— 
tributing your fowls over your land — 
in small flocks of twenty or thirty 
head, rather than crowding too many 
together, 

It is early hatched chickens that 
come on to lay during the following 
autumn and winter, when eggs are 
scarce and dear. 

Repalce one-third 
hens every year, so as to 
stock young. : 

Feed and kill off your cockerels 
when about four months old. 

Don’t forget the importance of 
feeding young chickens early, late 
and often; and dry food is far better 
than moist, such as crushed grain, 
stale bread, and coarse biscuit meal. 

Feed up your chickens for a week 
or ten days before marketing them 
Skinny, half-fed fowls never fetch a 
remunerative. price. 

Early spring and summer chickens 
always Command a far better price 
than those of months later.

We are moving out of the old con- 
ditions, said Prof, C, C, James, On- 


ture, at the Maritime Winter Fair, 
When our settlers first came to Can- 
they faced the primeval forest, 
and during all the clearing period the 
old agriculture held sway. Witha 
new generation, conditions began to 
change; live stock came in,large barns 
were built, butterand cheese began to 
be made, and we gradually changed 
all our methods, This building and 
the exhibits it contains are proof that 
we are trying to keep up with the de- 
mands of the times and to compete 
with other countries by following the 
New Agriculture, 

The New Agriculture must be con- 
ducted upon business principles. In 
old times it did not seem so necessary 
to pursue these business methods; in 
fact, with the surroundings then ex- 
istent, there was no chance to do so, 


and the manufacturer has also had to 
change his methods of business. The 


at—a| farmer is just as much a manufacturer] tution. 


as the man in town who makes boots, 
cloths and hardware. The manufac- 
turer in town finds it necessary to 
make the kind of goods that the con- 
sumer demands. It is also one of the 
conditions to-day that the farmer 
should produce what his customers 
want. We must consider what our 
district is best capable of producing, 
and work along that line. Grow the 


thrive best where we live. 

The manufacturer must produce 
economically, Our best saw mills, for 
instance, are now run with practically 
no waste of material ; even the dust is

A few years ago in Ontario we first 
found out that the farmer had a wife, 
and we ire doing what we can for the 
betterment of the woman on the farm, 
In the past she has had a hard life,— 
her work has been practically unend- 
ing and she has not had the benefit of 
labor-saving devices to the same ex- 
tent as her husband. We are trying 
to relieve the farmer's wife of all the 
drudgery possible by our system of 
women’s institutes and domestic 
science teaching. Wehave also found 
out that there are children on the 
farm, and we are inau urating a 
movement to try to provide the right 
kind of education for these children. 

The home is where our agriculture 
starts and is nurtured. The reforma- 
tion of the agricultural home is the 
start after all of our new agriculture. 
Establish a farmer with an inclination 
to knowledge, a wife who knows how 
to make the most of her opportuni- 
ties, and children getting a rational 
education, and I care not how poor 
that farm is, it will succeed. With 
these conditions, we shall hear no 
more about the *‘old hayseed,” but we 
shall see the farmer walking the 
streets of our towns as well dressed as 
any one, and respected as one of the 
best citizens of Canada,

Facts About Canada. 


The area of Canada is 3,619,000 
square miles of land and 125,755 of 
water, 

The population is five 
millions, 

Our exports of hams have increased 
from 7,235,000 pounds to 138,000,000 in 
thicteen years. 

In 1890 we exported less than $2,000 
worth of butter ; in 1903 the total was 
$7,000,000. 

In the same time exports of cheese 
have increased from $9,372,000 to $24,- 
712,000, 

Canadas production of copper was 
43,281,000 in 1903. 

Our output of gold has increased in 
the same time from less than one to 
nearly $19,000,000. 

Ouvivon ore output has increased 
from less thaa 69,000 to 368,000 tons. 

We produced 88,000 pounds of lead 
in 1891; in 1905 the total was 18,000,- 
000 pounds. 

In nickel, production has increased 
in the thirteen years from 4,626,000 to 
12,505,000 lbs. The first discovery of 
nickel was made when the C.P.R. was 
making a cutting near Sudbury in ’83. 

Coal production has grown from 
1,000,000 tons in 1874 to 8,000,000 tons 
in 1903, 

The output of cement has increased 
from 385,000 ewts. in 1890 to 2,316,000 
ewts. in 1903, 

The Post-office Sayings Bank de- 
posits have increased from $22,000,000 
in 1890 to $44,255,000. 

The deposits in chartered banks 
have grown from $66,000,000 in '74 to 
350,000,000 in 1902. 

The freight carried on Canadian 
railways has increased from 6,332,000 
tons in 1876 to 42,376,000 tons in 1903. 

Canada’s exports of flour have in- 
creased from 115,000 barrels in 1890 to 
1,287,000 in 1903. 

Our exports of wheat have increas- 
ed in the same time from 422,000 
bushels to 33,000,000. 

In 1895 our exports of cattle were 
valued at less than $700,000, For 
1903 the figures were $11,342,009.

No cause has contributed so large- 
to the disappearance of wild life 
in America as has this steadily  in- 
creasing domand for furs, and it is 
Pointed out as one of the most sin- 
gular conditions of any country that 
women, who are looked upon as the 
epitome of gentleness and sympathy, 
should be the means of exterminating 
whole races of wild birds and ani- 
mals. 

During the last twelve months 
more than 1,000,000 muskrats were 
slaughtered to be made into  fash- 
fonable furs. Almost half as many 
mink were trapped and shot. Yet 
these represent only two of the 
scores of spocies of animals that are 
called upon to sacrifice their lives 
at the demand of fashion, It is not 
improbable that last year 5,000,000 
of the creatures of the forest, field 


and stream were slaughtered, says 
the Detroit News-Tribune. So fur- 
fous was the pursuit of fur- 
bearing animals during those 
months, and the three or four years 
preceding, that the almost total ex- 
tinction of some of the most inter- 
esting animals species is threatened.

Everywhore are signs of the wild 
things of the great north—fox and 
wolf tracks—and occasionally the 
tracks of bears, But where there are 
the tracks of a thousand common 
Arctic foxes there may be only one 
made by a silver fox, and this the 
hunter cannot distinguish from the 
others. So he sets his spring traps. 
After this ho scatters the terrible lit- 
tle ‘‘death traps’’ of the Artic hunt- 
ers. These are made of whale-bone, 
each piece about five inches long, 
and sharpened to a needle point at 
both ends. Doubling a piece over in 
the form of a loop, he binds it with 
a piece of tendon and thon wraps 
flesh tightly about it, Perhaps he 
scatters half a dozen of these things 
on the trails of foxes.

A fow hours later a fox steals over 
the wilderness of white. It comes 
upon one of these little death traps, 
smells and thon slinks back and de- 
bates with itself for a few minutes, 
as all foxes do.

LESSON WORD STUDIES, 


A Sequel.—The discourse of Jesus 
concerning himself as the Good 
Shepherd came as a sequel to his 
healing the man born blind (see les- 
son for March 19). The cure has 
been wrought on a Sabbath day, and 
had thus afforded to ‘‘the Jews"’ a 
pretext for violently antagonizing 
Jesus. When, therefore, the man 
whose sight had been restored cour- 
ageously testified for his benefactor 
an‘ refused to deny him, the Jews 
turned against this man also and 
cast him out of the synagogue, that 
is, excommunicated him. Jesus, hear- 
ing of this, sought out the man and 
encouraged him to cling in faith to 
the Son of God, At this point the 
, Pharisees in intrude with their 
_presence, Whereupon Jesus takes the 
_ Opportunity to declare that he alone, 
and not the officers, of a Jewish sy- 
nagogue or anyone else, had power 
to admit to, or exclude from, the 
company of God's chosen people. 
This truth he clothes in the form of 
® parable, in which he speaks of a 
“door into the fold of the sheep’ 
Whereby all must enter who would 
find pasture (be saved), His para- 
bolic teaching not being understood, 
he repeats its substance in plainer 
words, 

Verse 7. Aguin—Jesus had shortly 
before spoken a parable intended to | 
convey the sume teaching conterning 
himeelf (verses 1-5), but in its para- | 
bolic form those who heard 
speak had not understood 
teaching (verse 6).

The room should be previous- 
ly prepared by removing all furniture 
and articles that can possibly be 
spared, such as books, clothing, car- 
pets, curtains, plants, birds, etc., re- 
membering that once the patient has 
entered the room, nothing can be re- 
moved with safety until disinfected. 
The fireplaces serve a double purpose; 
first, as a means of ventilation, and 
second, by keeping a small fire burn- 
ing in it when the weather will per- 
mit, the pieces of soft muslin 
or other material which should al- 
Ways be used instend of towels and 
handkerchiefs in Wiping the secre- 
tions from the mouth or nose, especi- 
ally in diphtheria. can readily be 
destroyed by fire. Books, | toys, 
scrap-hooks, ete., should always be 
destroyed at the termination of the 
sickness, as they will undoubtedly 
curry contagion, A few years azo, 
in a large city, several families 
came infected with scarlet fevee 
through some old toys bought at a 
rummage sale.

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Vanilla Wafers.—Cream one-third 


cup of butter; add one cup of sugary 

one well-beaten ogg, oneal! cup of 

milk, ane two teaspoonfuls of vanil- 

Za. Mix and sift two and one-half 

cups of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 

baking powder, a pinch of salt. Mix 

all well and set ont to chill thor 

oughly for a couple of hours. Lay 
one-quarter of the mixture on a 
board, adding flour to prevent stick- 
ing; roll thin and bake in moderate 
oven . These look well cut into heart 
or fancy shapes, 

Indian Pudding.-—-An ideal dessert 

to serve with roast pork is baked 
Mndian pudding, ‘This recipe will be 
found delicious. Take one pint of 
milk scald it and pour it over two 
heaping  tablespoonfuls of Indian 
meal, in which a saltspoontul of sult, 
one-half teaspoonful of  cinnafnon, 
one-quarter of a whole nutmeg grat- 
ed, have been blended. Stir briskly, 
and when perfectly smooth add one- 
third cup of chopped suct, one-third 
cup of molasses; when this is well 
Mixed add one pint of cold milk. 
Heat well, turn into a greased dish, 
got it in another containing warm 
Water and bako threo hours in a mod- 
erate oven. Serve hot. with hard 
sauce, This pudding will look as if 
it had creain and eyygs in it, and it 
should ke stirred gently three times 
during the first hour and a hatl. 

Rumble eggs.—Beat up three eggs 
with two ounces of fresh butter; add 
a teaspoonful of cream or new milk, 
Put all in a saucepan and stir over 
the fire for about jive minutes, or, 
until it rises up, when it should be 
immediately dished on buttered 
toast. 

Shirred eggs.—Beat the eggs thor- 
oughly amd season with butter, pep- 
per and salt; may be baked in one 
dish, or in separate dishes for cach 
person. The dishes should be but- 
tered before the cggs are put into 
them. 

Creamed Eggs.—Boil the eggs for 
twenty minutes. Make a cream 
sauce. Prepare on a hot dish a slice 
of toast for each egg and pour the 
Sauce upon it, placing thereon part 
ot the whites of the eggs cut in thin 
nerrow strips, and on this rub part 
of the yolks through a sieve. Repeat 
this and finish with a third Jayver 
of sauce. Garnish with parsley. 

Swiss Style.—Cover the bottom of 
a dish with two ounces of fresh but- 
ter and on this scatter grated cheese;

INSURANCE ACCOUNT.—The volume of new business exceeds that 
of any former year, being 3,452 Policies for $5,048,168, all of which, ex- : 
cept $30,000, was written within the Dominion. The total assurance ‘now 
in force is $40,476,970.53 under 27,742 policies, the net addition for the ¢ 
year being $2,889,119, While many of our native Companies are seeking 
business abroad, some of them in distant parts of the world, it is 
thought by our Directors that good Canadian business is preferable to 
foreign business, which is secured with less certainty as to its quality, 
and at excessive cost. is * 

INCOMIE.—The total income was $1,725,808.90, being $1,873,264.69 _ 
for premiums, and $351,944.21 for interest. ‘The gain over 1903 was 4 
$164,238.87. < ’ 

'DISBURSEMENTS.—The payments to WPolicyholders amounted to

LONDON'S LORD MAYORS 


sheriff at a public dinner to the sup-

Schools, he began his address in this 
Strain of admirable candor: “My 
Lord Mayor and Gentlemen,—I want 
words to express the emotion of my 
heart. You see before you a humble 
individual who has been educated at 
a parochial school. I came to Lon- 
don in 1808, without a shilling, 
without a friend. I have not had the 
benefit of a classical education; but 
this I will say, my Lord Mayor and 
gentlemen, that you witness in me 
what may De done by the earnest 
application of 
HONEST INDUSTRY, 

and I trust that my example may 
induce others to aspire, by the same 
means, to the distinguished situation 
which I now have the honor to fill.’’ 

On another occasion the self-depre- 
ciation of a Lord Mayor was a cause 
of embarrassment to a very distin- 
guished guest. When Sir Peter 
Laurie, during his mayoral year, en- 
tertained the judges, he had at his 
right hand Lord Chancellor Tenter- 
den, whose father, as the world 
knows, had been a humble hairdress- 
er. “You see before you,” Sir Peter 
éxclaimed to his astonished guests, 
“the Chief Magistrate of this great 
Empire and the Chief Justice of 
England sitting at my right hand, 
both now in the highest offices of 
the State, and both sprung from the 
Very dregs of the people.”’ 

There has never been a time since 
London had a mayor to boast of 
when this high oflice has not been 
filled more than once in a generation 
by men who have climbed to it from 
very low rungs on the social laddor. 
As far back as Henry V’s time, Sir 
William de Sevenoke, who was mayor 
in 1418, had begun life as a foundl- 
ing, had been r. 

EDUCATED BY CHARITY, , 
and started his career ag. errand-boy 
for a small ‘grocer. : 
White, who played such a loyal add 
gallant part’at the time of Wyatt’s 
Rebellion, had for father a 
clothier, and was himself apprenticed 
to a tailor at the age of twelve. 
‘And yet he lived to’ amass’ great 
wealth, to found St. John’s College, 
Oxford, and ‘Tonbridge School, and 
to be the first ‘man in the world’s 


capital, 

In the fifteenth century a poor 
Yorkshire lad left his father’s cot- 
tage in Wharfedale and travelled to 
distant London in a carrier's cart 
to seek fame and fortune. As Sir 


William Craven he was the Lord 
Mayor of 1611; and his son, grand- 
son of the Yorkshire farm laborer, 
married the Queen of Bohemia, of a 
long line of Earls. 

Sir Samuel Fludyer's first intro- 
duction to the city of which, -in 
1761, he was to be Lord Mayor was 
as driver of a team of pack-horses 
coming from the West country. He 
little knew then that he was destin- 
ed to marry the niece of a powerful 
Earl, and to be tho forefather of 
some of our noblest families. Alder- 
man Kennet, who wore the mayoral 
chain in 1789, had been in early 
years a waiter, and was foolish 
enough to assume absurd airs on the 
strength of 

HIS SUCCESS IN LIFE, 
Once when he was taking part in a 
game of whist with Mr, Alderman 
Pugh, a soap-boiler, Kennet pom- 
pously exclaimed: “Ring the bell, 
Soapsuds.”’ ‘‘Ring it yourself, Bar’ 
vame the crushing answer; ‘‘you have 
been far more used to it than I 
have.” 

Alderman Atkins, who occupied the 
Mansion House in 1818, was in early 
life a Customs’ tide waiter. Sir 
Matthew Wood, Queen Caroline's 
champion, and the first Baronet 
created by Queen Victoria, began 
his working life as orrand-boy to a 


druggist; and Alderman Waithman, 
Lord Mayor in 1823, was only res- 
cued from the workhouse by the 


charity of an uncle, a linendraper of 
Bath. 

Sir William Staines began his 
journey to the Mansion House, which 
he reached in 1800, by carrying a 
bricklayer’s hod, and his humble 
origin was not forgotten tn his ex- 
alted station. On one occasion, at 
an Old Bailey dinner, Sir William 
Was observed by Wilkes to be plas- 
tering his bread thickly with butter 


“Why, Staines,’’ Wilkes rudely ¢ 
claimed, ‘‘you lay it on with a 
trowel.”” It is a pity that Sir Wil- 


liam, who was as modest as he was 
successful, had not the soap-boiler's 
gift of repartee.—London ‘Tit-Bits.

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INCUBATION REQUISITES. 

One 6f the most important things 
in running an incubator is to begin 
right. In the first place, get good 
fresh cggs, fer without such material 
nothing can be done. They may be 
eight or ten days old if properly 
handled, but no older if possible. If 
necessary to purchase the eggs, get 
them from neighbors who 
enough male birds to insure 
fertile oggs. If brought from a dis- 
tance store them for about 12 hours 
before setting the machine, writes a 
correspondent, 

By all means get a reliable mach- 
ine. Set it where the temperature 
varies as little as possible, but in a 
well ventilated room. Be careful to 
avoid a drafty place. After it is 
placed in position use a spirit level 
to insure an even distribution of the 
heat. Fill and light the lamp and 
regulate the machine. Place thermo- 
meter as near the centre of the 
machine as possible, with the middle 
of the bulb resting against an egg. 
When it registers 103 degrees and’ 
remains at this heat for several 
hours, the eggs, may be put in the 
machine. The cold eggs will lower 
the temperature for a short time but 
will heat up gradually. After they 
reach 108 degrees keep them at 
about this temperature, 

When they are hatching, we gener- 
ally run the machine at 104 de 
grees, as we haye found by experi- 
menting that we get more chicks in 
this way. We don’t let the machine 


strong, 


keep| Sold only in lead packets by all Grocers. 


run below 103 degrees if we can 
possibly avoid it. Although some 
chickens will hatch at 102 degrees 
they are not usually as strong as if 
the heat had been higher, while some 
will fail to get out of the shells. We 
formerly turned the eggs twice a 
day, but now we turn them only at 
noon, and they seem to hatch better. 

We test out all the infertile eggs 
the seventh day and boil them after 
the chicks hatch. The yolk is fed to 
tho little ones for their first meal or 
two as long as they last. About tho 
14th day wo test again and take out 
any eggs that have dead chickens 
in them. To test, we hold them 
before a well lighted window, on a 
clear day, with the aid of a leather 
tester. After they Have been tested, 
there will probably be space enough 
to allow them to lie flat in the tray. 
We fill the lamp every morning, clean 
the wick by simply pinching the char

DEVELOPING SHEEP. 


To develop a good flock of breed- 
ing sheep for wool and mutton I 
would begin with ewes that are half 
Merino and mate them with a buck 
that is a full blooded Shropshire, 
writes Mr, Frank @, Hughes. In 
this cross you get a grade of sheep 
that is hard to beat for both wool 
and mutton. By this method I once 
got a twin lamb that sheared, When 
a little more than a year old, 16 
lbs. of good wool and when a year 
and a half the carcass weighed 160 
pounds. I cross my sheep back and 
forth as my judgement tells me is 
best. If the sheep are getting too 
wrinkly and the wool too short I 
get either a Cotswold, Oxford or 
Shropshire buck, and if the fleece is 
getting too hairy and light in weight 
I breed back to the Merinos. 

In caring for the flock I prefer 
green pastures for them as many 
months in the year as possible. Blue- 
grass makes the best permanent pas- 
ture.
